Three St Louisans, Frederick Wendler, J. H 
Warman and Joseph Finkleman, Connected 
With Mercantile Agency, Found Guilty. 


IN A HOSPITAL 


Woman Arrested After Death at 
Aubugn, Cal., Reported Caused

CHICAGO, July 15.—Nine defendants 


accused of using the mails to defraud in 
connection with the Barr & Widen Mer- 
cantile Agency were found guilty teday 
by a jury before Federal Judge Landis. 
They are: 

Abraham H. Preeman, superintendent 
of agents, Chicago; Frederick Wendler, 
general manager in the St. Louis office; 
J. H. Warman and Joseph Finkleman, 
St. Louis; James T. Minehart and Rob- 
ert B. Pender, Pittsburg; Joseph Stev-

The Government charged: that more 
than $1,000,0000 had been realized by the 
company through its business methods. 
The Government contended that 
Berr & Widen agency would learn the 
names of oreditors of bankrupts and 
then send them letters agreeing te col- 
lect the claims, usually suggesting that 
the bankrupt had concealed assets. 
Large fees wer: received «4 the cred- 
itora got littls returns, it was alleged. 

Preeman and Wendhx were declared 
by the procecutor to be the chief offond- 
ers. The otP.rs wor2 employes of the 
agency. 

The trial occupied several weeks, and 
witnesses from many states testified to 
transactions with the’ agency. 

Thexsentences will be determined by | 
the Court and imposed at a later date 
Much latitude is allowed in decid’ng the 
punishment, and the defendants may be 
let off with the payment. of fines, which 
may be Very heavy, or they may be sen- 
tenced to terms in the penitentiary. 

Agency Formed im 1901. 

The Barr & Widen Agency was formed 
in 191 by James Barr and Joseph Wi- 
den. Later Wendler and Preeman came 
into the firm. The investigation was 
conducted by agents of the Chief Post- 
office Inspector in Chicago. Widen’s 
death followed the first. efforts of the 
Government to get at the facts. He 
took poison on his mother’s grave.

Two Companies Refused to Pay

Body Exhumed. 


SAN JOSE, Cal, July 1.—Miss Eva 
J. Rinehart, a nurse, sought on a war- 
rant charging her with having caused 
the death by poison of Mrs. Kathleen 
Bluett, in January, in an Auburn hos- 
pital, where the two were nurses to- 
gether, was arrested here today. She 
had been sought for 2% hours. 

The two women conducted a hospital 
in Auburn, Placer County. Last Jan- 
uary, while disinfecting clothing, Mr’. 
Bluett suifered burns and died. Shortly 
before that she had taken out three life 
insurance policfes aggregating $15,500. 
The will. named ‘Miss Rinehart as sole 
heir end executrix. 

Miss Rinehart ‘took the body to Reno 
for burial, although Mrs. Biuett’s rela- 
tives lived in Alameda, Cal. They did 
not learn of the death until three 
rronths later. 


Charges of Fraud Were Made i 
Twenty-Five Sufts. 

Fred L. Wendler, 50 years old, of 5616 
Bartmer avenue, was the surviving part- 
ner in the Barr & Widen Mercantile 
Agency after the death of Joseph B. 
Widen, in November, 1912. Widen killed 
himself Beilefontaine Cemetery by 
svallowing cyanide of potasstum. 

Before Widen's death, 14 suits against 
the mercantile agency had been filed in 
St. Louis, and 11 in Chicago, in which 
charges of fraud were made. Attach- 
ment proceedings were ase instituted 
against the «concern. 

The information upon which Wendler 
was arrested was issued on the affida- 
vit of Fay T..Kent, a Postoffice in- 
spector, and charged that the Barr & 
Widen Mercantile Agency made  in- 
dictable promises and representations to 
the Merle & Heaney Manufacturing Co. 
of Chicago; to the Hawks Furniture 
Co. of Goshen, Ind.; the Westerholm 
Co. of Chicago, and others. 

The information recited in detail the 
plan of the agency to obtain a three- 
year contract with firms and individuals 
for the «collection of doubtful accounts 
and said the agency asserted it had 
exceptional facilities for doing this 
work. 

It was charged that Wendler obtained 
large sums of money in advanc. for 
undertaking these collections and then, 
in the language of the information. 
‘would pretend to perforrh various serv- 
ices: im’ the’ pretended: attempt to col- 
lect the said tndebtedness for the sail 
creditors.”” It was alleged that Wend- 
ler did not have any unusual means for 
making collections and did not make a 
bona fide effort to carry out his part 
of the agreement 
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companies delayed payment until they 
could investigate. Their suspicions were 
aroused and the body was exhumed. 

The marks of the burns still were 
visible, but the examining physicians 
did not think they were sufficient to ac- 
count for death, and the brain and vis- 
cera were taken to San Francisco for 
chemical analysis...

JEFFERSON CITY, July 14.—Mis- 
souri’'s Supreme Court today sent a let- 
ter to President Wilson containing an 
unqualified indorsement of Judge Wal- 
ler W. Graves of the Supreme Court 
and recommending his appointment by 
the President as Associate Justice of 
the Supreme Court of the United States 
to succeed the late: Justice H. H. Lur- 
ton. 

The letter, which was dictated by 
Chief Justice Henry Lamm and signed 
by Judges Woodson, Bond, Brown, 
Faris and Walker, follows: 

Hon. Woodrow Wilson, President 
of the United States, Washington, 
D.C. 

To the President: To you, a his- 
torian, the emphatic historical posi- 
tion of Missouri is known. To you, @ 
statesman, the facts are familiar 
justifying our State pride. In spite 
of our industrial position, our wealth, 
our population, our central location, 
our soli, our rivers, our climate, our 
age, our ambition (might not we be 
pardoned for saying) our deserts, a 
singular thing has happened, to wit: 
Missouri, one of the greatest states in 
the Union, now near a century old, 
has never had one of its citizens a 
meinber of the Supreme Court of the 
United States: Iowa on the north, 
Illinois and Kentucky on the east, 
Kansas va the west, have been hon- 
ored. This State has been passed by. 
This possibly was not designed in 
the past, but it certainly was unfor- 
tunate. 

“Missouri Has Beeu ‘Shown,’ ” 

We certify to you the fact that 
Missouri has been “shown in this 
particular, and has sorrowfully tak- 
en notice, though we do not sorrow 
~ without ‘hoper"We have. faith, “& 

President, that you will sgeé to it, 
| now that you have the opportunity, . 

4hat this long, unvdroken (and undé- 
served) run of neglect or misfortune 
comes to an end. 

As members of the Supreme Court 
of this State, we present to you one 
of our members, Judge W. W. 
Graves, and ask you to nominate him 
as & Justice of the Supreme Court of 
the United States, to succeéd the 
lamented Justice Wurton. Seeltiz 
Judge Graves as we do, with a mote 
in our eye because of the love and 
esteém we bear him, it is but natural 
in us to fear you may a little dis- 
count what we say of him, but when 
you do that there still will remain: 

The fact that he ts in the prime of 
life, a native Missourian, possessed 
of a sound constitution; that he has 
the real Worker’s temperament, the 
disposition and ability to toil with 
calmness and ~pertinacity without 
fretting or nerve exhaustion; that 
he is well grounded in the lew and 
is panoplied by ample experience in 
the office, at the bar and on the 
bénch.

Resolutions Assert. 
CHICAGO, July 15.—Alcohol was defi- 
nitely condemned here yesterday as a 
drug responsible for a large proportion 
of the epilepsy, feeblemindedness, insan- 
ity and other forms of degeneracy af- 
flicting mankind. The convention of 
alienists and neurologists adopted reso-

“Tt has been established that alcohol 
is a poison directly affecting the brain 
and other tissues and that its effects 
are responsible for a large part of the 
various‘forms of insanity and degen- 
eracy,’’ the resolution read. 

‘The laws of many states make alco- 
hol freely available for drinking pur- 
poses and thereby contribute te the 
physical and moral degeneration of the 
people. We unqualifiedly condemn the 
use of alcohol as a beverage and recom- 
mend that the various states enact laws 
to eliminate such use.’’

Women Investors Hear Head of 
Bankrupt Firm Testify Be- 
<<“ fore Referee Coles. 


In the presence of women investors in 
the bankrupt Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow 
Realty Co., Wednesday, Charles C. 
Nicholls, president of the company, 
again appeared as a witness before 
Bankruptcy Referee Walter Coles, to ex- 
plain how the company became so in- 


volved that it now has tangible assets 
of $29.55 with which to meet claims ag- 
gregating $303,000, of which $111,000 are 
unsecured. 

‘A recess was taken shortly before 
noon so Nichols could go to a Sheriff's 
Sale at the courthouse. 

Nicholis, when questioned by Referee 
Coles as to the amount of money sent 
by the company to E. P. V. Ritter, vice- 
president of the company, for invest- 
ment in various New York enterprises, 
said his testimony at the first hear- 
ing, June 2, had been misunderstood 
and that he did not say at that time 
that the Nicholls-Ritter-Goodnow com- 
pany had sent $122,000 to Ritter to be 
used at Ritter’s discretion. He declared 
that what he meant to say was that 
the company had an interest of $122,000 
in.the Floral Garden Development Co. 
of New York. 

Nicholls said he understood that Rit- 
ter had a contract with the owners of 
the Floral Garden property to sell the 
land and that the Nicholls-Rittter-Good 
now company was to have a share in 
the profits. 

The company had stock in the Floral 
Garden company, he said, and it was 
understood that if the property was sold 
the company’s interest in it would be 
$122,000, 

Nicholls, testifying as to the plan of 
organization of the Nicholls-Ritter- 
Goodnow company, said he and Ritter 
received $100,000 of the preferred stock 
in return for the good will and assets 
of the Nicholle-Ritter Realty and Finan- 
cial Co., and that on this preferred 
stock they jointly received $500 a month 
dividend for 21 months between Aug. 1, 
1911, and Oct. 1, 1913. These dividends 
amounted to $10,500. They never drew 
their dividend, he said.

TO WASHINGTON 
T0 ORDER WAR 


After Message of Brown Broth- 
ers’ Manager Was_ Sent 
Nicaragua Was Attacked. 


NEW YORK, July 15.—The New York 
World, in its report of the Dollar Diplo- 
macy leading up to the present proposed 


| itreaty with Nicaragua, prints the follow- 


ing: 

‘WASHINGTON, July 15.—From the 
testimony of the last witnesses sum- 
moned before the Senate’s Foreign Re- 
lations Committee, which is investigat- 
ing Secretary Bryan's proposed treaty 


| eca Bay and the Nicaragua Canai route, 
several highly significant points are be- 


jing brought out that shed a new light 


on the unenviable role played by our 
State Department in Central America. 

Thus it apears that our armed in- 
tervention in Nicaragua in 1912 was of- 
ficially announced as a “permanent 
American ocoupation of that country by 
our officials there. It further appears 
that the opening of hostilities by our 
American marines and _. bluejackets 
against’ the so-called rebels of Nica- 
ragua early in October,-1912, which en- 
tailed the killing of elght Americans

WAY PAVED FOR 


LEGISLATION SOOM 
UN CONSERVATION 


and Cabinet and 
‘ House Members’ Agree on 
Two Bills Now “Pending. 


By Asso¢iated Press. 

WASHINGTON, July 15.—With all dif- 
ferences of opinion over proposed con- 
servation legislation removed, passage 
of legislation on the subject at this ses- 
sion of Congress today was believed to 
be assured. The way was paved at a 
long conference at the White House last 
night. 

President Wilson and members of the 
Cabinet and of the House spent several 
hours in smoothing ovér differences of 
opinion over the Adamson general dam 
bill, now pending in the House, and th» 
Ferris bill to regulate water-power 
projects on public tands. As a result, 
a complete agreement was reached be- 
tween the advocates of the two bills, 
and when the conference broke up al! 
parties to it predicted sea ti of the 
measures. 

The disagreement over the two bills 
had delayed their nih in the 


House. Consideration of the Adamson 
bill, it was annouriced today, will be 
continued as soon as the empiot abc ei ¢ 
bills are out of the way. 

The conference decided to keep fe 
diction over all dams and water-power 
sites on the public domain and those vn 

roperty not in the public domain en- 
tirely separate. Minor changes _were 
made in the Adamgon bill in order that 
provisions thought to conflict with the 
Ferris bill might be made clearer anid 
fe more definitely defined. 

Those who participated in the confer- 
ence in addition to the President were 
Representative Uneerwood, the Demo- 
cratic, leader; Secretaries Garrison and 
Lane, Representatives Adamson and 
Stevens, representing the Interstate and 
Foreign Commerce Committee, and Rep- 
resentatives Ferris and Lenroot, who 
represented the Public Lands Commit- 
tee.

$522,876 in 118 days. 

The “psychological” period of lessened activity 
in the business world is pretty nearly over. Great 
industrial concerns are enlarging their forces be- 
cause they can’t help themselves. More men are 
needed for work pressing for completion. Irrecon- 
ciJable partisans will cling to the “depression” 
issue, but it will be an empty, flaccid thing by 
election. 

All signs indicate that the coming year will be 
one of the greatest years we have ever known— 
even a year in which the prosperity records of the 
pa&t will be smashed.

Where Any Tramp Can Get a Square 
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GOLD. ., 
From the New York World. 

Secretary McAdoo says in his World 
interview that the country’s total stock 
of gold on July 1 was $1,892,154,731, show- 
ing ‘an increase of $25,586,574 in a year 
We had exported more gold by $47,200,098 
than we had imported. Making allow- 
auce for gold used in the arts, the dis- 
crepancy was met by our own produc- 
tion. 

Gold is an American product, like 
wheat. The export of gold is no more 
impoverishing than the export of wheat. 
We have commonly an excess of both, 

The world production of gold this year 
will probably be somewhere close to 
$500,000,000. Coinage requirements will 
be about $400,000,000. The arts will re- 
quire $115,000,000 or more, in part ob- 
tained by melting old coin or ornaments. 

The total American product of gold 
from 1702, before which time it was 
slight, has been about $3,000,000,000, using 
the Raymond estimate prior to 1873. Our 
product is greater than our present 
stock, with due allowances for art use, 
wear and loss; we have exported, net, 
some hundreds of millions in the life: 
time of the republic: 


For some years *we have mined close’ 


to $100,000,000 of gold a year. We coin 
from $55,000,000 to $60,000,000. That would 
leave on an average of $20,000,000 each 
for the arts and. for bullion export. 
But coin is also exported and import- 
ed, melted and recoined. There is no 
loss in the process. 

Twenty-five states produce gold _ in 
quantities worth mentioning, North Car- 
olina produces much more than Geor- 
gia, which has long had gold mines. 
Virginia, South Carolina, Maryland, 
Michigan and Illinois are gold produc- 
ing states. 

How much gold remaining from the 


ancient world is now. in use? No one: 


knows; it must be comparatively little. 
Asia, the vale. of Oasta in Italy, Hun- 
gary, Greece and other unlikely places 
produced gold for the ancients. But ali 
the great modern sources are in regions 
unkgpown to “urvpeans when Columbus 
dis@pvered America. “England, Italy, 
Germany and Austria-Hungary still 
produce a little gold. 

The world’s monetary. stock of gold is 
now perhaps, $7,500,000,000. Where gold 
is hoarded a higher proportion may be 
in ornaments than would be: indicated 
by the ratio now used in arts. So the 
world’s stock ‘in all forms may be $10,- 
000,000,; more or less. Estimates of un- 
refined gold, however, are largely guess 
work. 

The production since 1492 is about $15,- 


000,000,000, to which may “be added some 


small remainder from antiquity. 

The loss from shipwreck, from hoards 
never found, from coins dropped, most 
of all from the wearing of coins by 
actual use into impalpable dust, must be 
held guilty of the. disappearance of 
some billions of the precious: metal in 
four centuries.
